yardanum. and In the lattar esnru-ity some- 
tiuss had tha bay of th* stores ; that on seve- 
ral occasions he had stolen properly of his em- 
ployers, and sold to the prisoner, who kept a 
shun in a small way near the Catholic Chapel, 
selling soft goods and groceries. On Sunday, 
tbe Oth June last, Ur. Rodger* and Mr. Castle, 
the (alter having charge of another store uf 
Messrs. Sjcr at thx corner of William-ativerl, 
wenl out early in the forenoon, for the day ; 
wHnew went to the .tore under Mr. Castle's 
charge, and had some wine, the man Jones, 
tbe servant, got the key and opened Ihe aim , 
alio ut three u clock that day he went to pri- 
soner**, who asked him into a bedroom, and 
produced a bottle nmtalsilng rum | they aal 
down to discus* this rum, the bottle being 
about three parts fill], the wife of the prisoner 
assisting In the libations and taking her full 
ahare, which was about tlireo glasses each ; wit- 
ness mentioned to prisoner the absence of 
Roger* und I'astle.
